As there .ire forty-eight 
states, the number necessary to

choice is twenty-five. It has occurred 
to some students of the subject that 
the representatives 
from 
each 
of 


these five states might be permitted to 
cast fractional votes. If this were done 
it is evident that Coolidge would re- 
ceive 2$i votes and Davis 1\~ votes of 
these five states. There is no provi- 
sion in the Constitution authorizing 
the splitting of the vote of a state.and 
there is no evidence that the framers 
of the Constitution contemplated any 
such rule. There is no precedent for 
any such action by the House, nor is 
there any expressed inhibition against 
such a rule. 


In case the House should refuse to 


enact a rule under which the states 
now deadlocked politically may parti- 
cipate in an election by 
the House, 


not only will a grave 
injustice 
be 


done to the voters in the. states in 
question, but a precedent will have 
been established which may conceiv- 
ably come up to plague us in the fu- 
ture. Fortunately, there are only five 
of those half-and-half states in the 
Congress of today. There may be ten 
or twenty such states 
four 
years 


hence, or eight years hence. By sub-

divided states from forty-eight, with- 
out reducing the minimum of twenty

Public opinion should be aroused 


this week and .next to prevent an in- 
tolerable situa-tioiy arising from 
the 


possible failure to elect a"president on 
November 4th. The sitting members 
of the House from the 
five 
states 


should be induced to 
declare 
what 


course they will pursue. They should 
agree in advance of the election to 
vote for the candidate for president 
In accordance with the wishes of the 
electorate in their respective states, 
as these'wishes may.find expression 
at the polls on November 4th. I would 
welcome and applaud 
a declaration 


from the Congressmen that they will 
agree to abide by such result. It must 
not be forgotten in all this discussion 
that it is the state which casts the 
vote agd not the indiviiluar represen- 


j tatives. The latter are only the asehts 


to .record the voice of the state.
